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THE LAST CRUISE. 
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On the day when I landed at Annobon, 


one of the natives particularly attracted 
my attention. He was a man past mid- 
dle age, his woolly hair sprinkled with 
gray. He was of commanding stature 
and very erect. He spoke excellent Eng- 
lish, and his conversation showed that 
be possessed some advantages of educa- 
tion which placed him far above the plane 
of his semi-barbarous fellow islanders. 


His history had been an eventful one. 


When he was 16 years old the captain of 
a British vessel had taken him to Lon- 
-don, where the ship's owner gave him 
employment as a porter in Ms warehouse. 
The boy, who was bright and active, re- 
ceived the uam° Albert Johnson; he be- 
came a fav jrite, and one of tho clerks 
taught him to read and write. Ho re- 
mained five years in London, and then 
returned to his island home. 


As I looked through the open doorway 


of his dwelling, before which we stood 
while he told me the story of his early 
life, I saw what 1 at first, thought was an 
idol, but a second glance showed it to be 
the figure head of a vessel. 


It had represented, in high relief, a fe- 


male clothed in a flowing robe, with one 
arm folded across the breast and the other 
pointed upward. The lower limbs were 
broken, the hand of the uplifted arm was 
missing, and a portion of the nose was 
gone. There was little left of the gilding 
that once embellished it, but the lines 
were gracefully drawn, and it had evi- 
dently been executed by an artist in wood 
of no mean pretensions. 


"What ship did that belong to?" I asked, 
"That was t!ie figurehead of a schooner 


that was lost on tho island many years 
ago," Johnson replied. "It's a long story 
and a sad one, too," he continued, as he 
gazcJ wistfully toward the mutilated 
figurehead. 


He hebitated a moment, and then mo- 


tioned me to a seat upon a palm log 
which served the purpose of a bench in 
front of his hut. He seated himself by 
my side, lighted his pipe and told mo 
tills story: 


"One morning, just after sunrise, in 


October, 1847, about a year after my re- 
turn from England, a sail was seen 
standing in toward the island from the 
eastward. Soon afterward one of our 
people, who had climbed to the top of a 
cocoanut tree to have a look, sung out 
to us that it was a topsail schooner. The 
wind was fair and she came along at a 
lively rate until she was quite close, 
when she clewed up her topgallant and 
gaff topsail, threw her topsail aback and 
lay to not above four cable lengths from 
the beach. 


"A beautiful craft she was; her long, 


black hull lay low in the water; her 
masts, tall and tapering till they looked 
not bigger than this pipe stem, raked 
way aft: they weren't stuck forward as 
if they wanted to tumble over the bow, 
as is the fashion nowadays. Her rigging 
was as trim as any man-of-war's, and 
there was a crowd of men on her deck. 


" 'A slaver,' said I. 
" 'Yes,' said my father, who stood at 


my side, 'and she's got her cargo aboard, 
too.' 


"As he spoke, a boat was lowered from 


the schooner, and pulled for the shore. 
A tall, longfaced man, whom I took for 
a Yankee, and who was evidently one of 
the mates, sat in the stern sheets. When 
the boat touched the sand, tho crew 
sprang out, w hile the mate rose to his 
feet, and looking at our people, who 
stood in a great crowd on tho beach, said 
in Portuguese: 'Who's king here?' 


"All looked toward my father, and 


moved back n little, leaving him standing 
almost alone a foot or so in front of the 
Others. 
" 'We havo no king in Annobon,' said 


my father; 'what do you want?' 
" 'Hal' and he ripped out a big oath. 


Tve heard of you Annobon niggers,' he 
replied; 'what wo want is water.' 
" 'How much water do you want?' 


asked my father. 
" 'Enough for our crew and passen- 


gers.' 
" 'Passengers!' exclaimed my father, 


making 
believe ho was astonished, 


though he knew all tho timo what the 
mate meant. 
" 'Yes, passengers; we have a lot of 


gentlemen and ladies aboard there, who 
who havo taken passage on board our 
schooner for the Brazils, and we hain't 
got enough water to last 'em the voyage.' 


"Hy father hesitated, and then said, 


'I'll go on board and see the captain. I 
s'pose you ain't him?' 


"'No,1 was the reply, 'I'm second 


mate of the craft.' 


"My father stepped into a canoo, beck- 


oned to mo aud half a dozen others, and 
we pushed off toward the schooner, my 
father calling out to our people in their 
own language not to leave the beach un- 
til he came back. Passing under the 
schooner's stern to get around on the 
starboard, 1 read her name, Clelise, of 
Bordeaux. 


"At the starboard gangway stood a 


small, slender built man whom we found 
to be the captain. He wasn't more than 
five feet and a half high, and his face 
was as smooth as a woman's; he had a 
large nose aud light gray eyes. Dressed 
in a blue cloth jacket with white duck 
trousers, and a jaunty little cap on the 
side of his head, he looked more like a 
smart young naval officer than the cap- 
tain of a slaver. 


"As we drew alongside he sung out to 


us not to come on board, and asked in 
Portuguese, which he spoke with a 
French accent: 'Is the chief in that 
canoe?' 
" 'You can speak to me,' replied my 


father; 'what do you want?' 
" 'I want water for my schooner, and 


I want you natives to help my men get 
it on board. Where is the best place to 
anchor?' 


"The decisive manner in which the 


little captain spoke made it clear that ho 
would havo his way, and my father 
agreed to help fill the water casks. But 
he asked how it was that the vessel on 
her way across the Atlantic came to 
Annobon, 300 miles off the coast of Af- 
rica, without a supply of water. 


'•The captain then told us that as his 


vessel had lain in a lagoon near the 
mouth of the river Lage, with only part 


of her water on board, an English man- 
of-war, a brig, had been sighted, and he 
had been obliged to ship the 'cattle,' as 
he called the poor creatures in the hold, 
and run for it, leaving behind over a 
hundred of the 'cattle' in the barracoon. 


"He slipped out of the lagoon at night, 


and just before the day broke there fell 
a calm, with the 'infernal' brig, as he 
called her, not more than four milea 
away. He expected that she would at- 
tempt to capture him with her boats, but 
with the sunrise a light breeze came ofl 
the land, and the brig being to leeward 
he managed to crawl off, keeping away 
to the northward as the breeze increased. 


"The brig stood after him with all the 


canvas she could swing, and she sailed 
so fast as to worry the captain of the 
Clelise, who had never before met any- 
thing he couldn't run out of sight in four 
or five hours. Cut when the sun went 
down a fresh topgallant breeze was 
blowing from the southeast, and the brig 
was seen from the masthead just a speck 
on the horizon. 


"He stood on his course until mid- 


night, then kept dead before the wind 
two hours, and then hauled away on the 
other tack to the south'ard and west'ard. 
At daylight nothing was to be seen of 
the brig, and he shaped his coiwrse for 
the island. 


"The schooner had been drifting a lit- 


tle since she first hove to, and my fathw 
told the captain that ho was in as good E 
place to anchor as he could find. The 
captain then gave the order to clew up 
the topsail, the anchor was let go, and 
i.. 3 craft swung with the tide very handy 
to tho wavering place. 
" 'Senri two men aloft, Mr. Silva,' we 


heard the captain say to the first mate, 
( 


•and mind thpy keep a good lookout to t 
seaward.' 


"My father having agreed to help with 


our canoes to tow the water casks from 
the beach, hoisting tackle was got out, a 
raft of six casks was dropped over the j 
side and, towed by two of tho slaver's 
boats, was soon making good headway 
toward the mouth of tho fresh water 
creek. 


"The party was in charge of the sec- 


ond mate, and hearing him speak to one 
of the crew in English, I addressed him 
in the same language, which seemed to 
surprise him. He told me he was born 
in America, in Main*, I think ho called 
the place. He talked a g°od deal, and 
from him I learned much about the 
schooner and her people. 


"He said she was of 170 tons burden, 


had been bui'i only about a year and a 
half, and had :asf got back from a run to 
Cuba, where she had landed nearly 400 
slaves in good condition. They now had 
300 slaves on board, and had intended to 
ta^e on a hundred more, but the English 
brig had scared them off. 


•'One hundred and seventy of these 


glares were men, and the rest were wo- 
men, with tho exception of two boys, 
five or six years old. One woman, he 
told me, had a young baby. 


"The crew numbered forty-two, all 


told. Tho captain, he said, was a French 
man from Marseilles, named Glanvil, 
the smartest sailor and the most daring 
fellow he had ever been shipmates with. 
All these particulars turned out to be 
important. 


"My father told rue he should like to 


have the slaves detained as long as pos 
Bible, as it might happen that the Eng 
iish brig or some other man-of-war 
would come along. 
Ho had sent one o 


our people part way up the mountair 
above tho town to keep a lookout, and 
let him know if he saw a sail. 


"It was past 0 o'clock before thu firs 


raft of filled water casks was alongsidi 
the schooner. Tho water was pumpei 
from them into empty casks in thelowe 
hold. 


"The poor black people between deck 


kept up their cries, praying to be let out 
None of us were allowed on the schoon 
er's deck, but 1 could see from the canoe 
that a sentinel with a musket on hi 
shoulder, and a cutlass stuck in his bel 
stood all the time by each of the hatch 
ways ready to shoot down any slave wh 
should succeed in reaching the deck. 


"The heat was oppressive; the win 


had died away and the air was heavy. A 
little after noon a light breeze sprang u 
from seaward, and with it came a heav 
swell that made it difficult to tow tli 
casks filled with water from tho beac 
to the slaver. 


"It was perhaps 2 o'clock when, just 


as \vo were about to push off from the 
watering place, the man whom my fa- 
ther had sent up on tho mountain side to 
keep a lookout came running along the 
beach and spoke to him. My father, who 
was with our people helping the slaver's 
men to fill the casks from the creek, said 
to me, in our language, 'He says there is 
a sail in Eight.' 


"We had got within aboutthree ships' 


lengths of the slaver when we heard the 
voice of the captain singing out to Mr. 
Smith, the second mate, to let go the 
casks and hurry on board. I looked 
aloft and saw that the recall signal was 
lioistcd, and when I turned my head over 
my shoulder toward the shore I could 
see the men getting into tho boat and 
starting to pull off. Two hands ran 
aloft on the Clelise forward, and soon i 
loosened the top-gallant sail and topsail, 
which had been furled when she dropped 
anchor. 


As the mate let go the casks he cast 


off the line by which our two canoes 
were towing, and the one I was in pad- 
dled alongside the schooner. 


The vessel's crew were working 


lively, I can tell you. There was a gang 
at the windlass and the anchor had al- 
ready broken ground; the topsail was 
hoisted and ready to be sheeted home. 
The schooner swung with the wind, and 
a man took the wheel just as we got 
abreast of the gangway. 


"The little Frenchman was walking 


the poop furiously, looking toward tho 
shore from which the boat was coming, 
then out to sea. When he saw our canoe 
he took hold of the main rigging with 
one hand and leaning over the rail said,, 


j in a low voice, like a hiss: 'How close in 


can 1 go to there?' pointing to the large, 
high rocks that we call the sail rocks, at 
the northeast end of the island. 
" 'With a steady breeze you can run in 


so you can throw a biscuit ashore," said 
I. 'There is plenty of water there, but 


when tho tide is running you want to 
Ulow for it." 


"Then he asked, very sharply, if I was 


i pilot. 
" 'No,' I replied; 'but why so much 


haste, captain?* 


"He cursed me and yelled: 'You ask 


why I hurry—look yonder!' 


"As he spoke he pointed seaward. 


Coming down before the wind, with 
royals and stuns'ls set, was a vessel. 
She was not more than six miles away, 
and was no doubt the English man-of- 
war brig. It was the sail my father had 
told me of as 1 was leaving the beach. 


"The second mate's boat was hoisted, 


and when the flying jib was set the top- 
sail and topgallant sail were sheeted 
home, and the schooner began to move 
slowly through the water, but not so fast 
but that the other boat, which was no'? 
alongside, was hooked on and hoisted up, 
the crew clambering out by the main 
chains and on to the deck. 


"Capt. Glanvil had got somewhat 


cooled down, and was giving his orders 
in a clear and quiet tone. The fore and 
main sheets were slacked off, the gaff 
topsail set, and the slaver headed a little 
west of north, with the wind abeam, a 
course that took her along the east end 
of the island and at a right angle to the 
course steered by the brig. 


"We paddled to the shore as fast as we 


could, and had just reached the beach 
and turned to have a look at the chase, 
when what should we see but the brig, 
which had now come quite near, headed 
up into the wind. 


"Her yards were alive with men, and 


what but a moment before had been a 
beautiful, trim pile of canvas from deck 
to trucks was now a mass of flapping 
sails and flying cordage. 
Everthing had 


been clewed up and let go, and the crew 
were trying to hand the sails, though 
they flopped so loud that they sounded 
like a volley of muskets to us on shore 


"I looked over to the schooner, but she 


was holding on to everything, though 
she keeled over so far that

ails like so many flies on a ceiling. 
"The wind now began to come in gusts 
nd the air grew cold, and it chilled me 
3 the fog used to do in London. 
There 


taa a dash of rain, and it got so thick 
lat wo could not see either vessel. 
"There was a flash, then a crash of 


bunder, and it lightened for a moment. 
)hen we saw that the slaver had taken 
n his flying jib, his topgallant sail, and 
us gaff topsail and was settling away 
sis topsail, and a crowd of men were 
rawling up the ratlines to reef it, though 
low they could expect to hand the sail 
n such a gale I could not understand. 


"The brig, under close reef topsails, 


was standing away from the island and 
teering nearly south. Her yards were 
squared, and then I saw that the wind 
lad shifted round to the north'ard and 
;hat 
the slaver was close hauled and dip- 


>ing her bow under so that it seemed as 
f she must be buried every plunge she 
viade. 


"Then came another squall of wind and 


rain, and the air grew almost as black as 
night. 
" 'The wind is heading him off,' my 


father cried, placing his voice close to my 
ear. 'He will never get past the rocks.' 


"Again there-was a flash that almost 


blinded us, a crash that seemed as if the 
world had come to an end. Then the 
air lighted up so that we could see the 
poor Clelise. Her mainmast was gone 
and had carried with it the foretopmast. 
I thought I could see the men that had 
been on the topsail yard struggling with 
the wreckage to leeward, but there was 
little time to think of them. The craft 
was not a ship's length from the sail 
rocks, and headed right between them. 


"A great sea came rushing toward her. 


Oh! I shut my eyes. There was a crash 
that we heard "above the roar of the 
storm. 


"There was another volley of wind, ot 


rain, of light, of thunder. Then it cleared 
again. The wind blew a steady gale, 
and the rain fell more regularly. We 
could see the rocks and the ocean, but 
that was all. The slaver had disappeared 
and the brig was not in sight. 


"The gale continued until the sun 


went down, but with the risitr, of the 
moon, which was at its full, it subsided, 
and by 8 o'clock in the evening the sky 
was as clear and the stars shone out as 
steady and bright as if all the world was 
at peace and all its people happy. 


'The storm had done much damage 


on the island. 
More than half our-huts 


had been blown down, a number of the 
canoes had been dashed to pieces on the 
beach, and many of our finest cocoanut 
trees were lying upon the ground. 


"All that night our people spent in go- 


ing back and forth upon the beach, and 
many a terrible sight they saw. With 
the flood tide, which began to turn a lit- 
tle before midnight, the bodies of the 
black people and of the slaver's crew 
came floating in with the wreckage of 
the vessel. We looked for some signs of 
life among them, but all in vain. 


"About 3 o'clock in the morning one ol 


our people found the body of the cap- 
tain. His heart still beat and he breath- 
ed faintly, but he died before we got' 
him upon the beach. He had a fright- 
ful gash in his forehead and both legs 
were broken. 
"Just after the finding of the captain 


1 came across the body of a woman with 
a baby in her arms. The little thing had 
its face against her breast, and when I 
felt it 1 found that it was warm. I took 
it up and gave it to iny wife, who car- 
ried it to our hut. She rubbed it and 
held it by the fire and in a few moments 
it gave a low moan, then opened its eyes 
and began to cry. 


"My wife and I took good care of the 


little thing; it was a boy, and we brought 
it up. You saw him on board your ship 
this morning. Surf Johnson, for BO I 
christened him, and that figure-head you 
see in there, are all that is left to remind 
us of the Ulelise, of Bordeaux. 


"The 
next day we buried the bodies ol 


ninety-eight persons, black and white, 
that were washed ashore. Tho rest were 
ewallowed up by great Father Ocean, 
end, as the Good Book says, we shall 
never see them till the judgment day. 


"We heard afterward that the brig 


rode out the storm and reached Sierra 
Leone in safety."—W. A. Boyca in 
Youth'* Companion.

ulered iuto, and the result has always 
>eeu disastrous to both sides. Let the 
somplaining parties come together in a 
pint ot fairness and a desire to do what is 
ight by each other and all ma'ten of dis- 
,nte can be tattled with less trouble and 
lensl'BS of friendly relations than could 
jossibly ba arrived at through tbe courts. 


We are well aware that in every commu- 


nity th-rs are ob^ti ate, selfUh men «ho 
•jm.not be moved by argument or persun- 
tion, who cannot see beyond the t-nd ol 
their owu noses in anjthiug thit irny t<-nd 
,o the benefit of thtir neighbor*; o,-, if ihey 
jan so.-, th^y are 100 pig-hi-aded to admit 
it. Bnt iu cases like the suit mentioned 
•ibcive, whtra a large number of men are 
ovohe.l, Ruca men can generally ba over 
ruled aiid carried along by the voices of the 
majority.

mrpose th»y ate more lifcely to couue 
to wiae conclusions than wheu left to their 
>wn thought*. At suob times the riubt 
usually prevails, and the people of the 
frnoki-e river wi'l find macb more justice 
in tbtir own delibsrations and agreements 
th«n in tbe decisions of any oouit, alter 
long and expensive lit'28'ion.

Petroleum or the Beflncd Products 
of Petroleum.

HE BOAUD OP COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
of Wasuoe county, State of Nevada, do ordain 
as loiiowB* 


SECTION- 1. That it shall be unlawful for any 


person, firm or corporation ti etoie or permit the 
storage of, or keep tor sale within the limits ot 
the town of Reno, in any one building, in . larger 
quantity than one hundred gallons, ai y pptro>euoi, 
or the refined products of petroleum, eicept the 
same be kept in metal cans or lion tanks, and 
stored in a building or warehouse constril tei an 
herein provided, used and to be used exclusively 
for tbe storage ot euch Hubstacce and none other. 


SEC. 2. That any building or warehouse to be 
used for tbe purposes aforrsnid snail be built of 
stone or brick or bolh combined, with at least 
thirteen inch walls, with inetil roof and metal 
covered doom, so DS to bo practically fire-proof, 
ill»t no Biich building or warehcusa shall be 
erected until Ibo person, firm ore rporatiou ehall 
have first submitted the site sele teii therefor to 
the County Commissioners, at a regular meeting 
for town purposes, and the said Commissioners 
shall have made • record of their approval of said 
site for euch purpose, and f hull have issued a per. 
mit authorizing Mich person, nrm or corporation 
to erect such building or warehouse as herein 
provided. 


SEC 3. That any person violating any of the 


provisions of this Ordinance is hereby denned 
guilty of committing a nuisance, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined in any Burl no*, less 
tnan one hundred dollars, and not more than five 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county 
jail of Washoe county not exceeding ninety d«je, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment.
